Most naval vessels, when they have 
served their time on the seas, are sold 
or almost given away to be scrapped.

The statement, made in response to 
a letter from Represenative Tinkham, 
republican, Massachusetts, to, the at- 
torney-general requesting an _ investi- 
gation of the bishop and the board, 
declared “Tinkham’s attack upon me 
is simply one of his periodical at- 
tacks upon the south, prohibition and 
Methodism to convince his wet Roman 
Catholic Boston constituency that he 
should be retained as their representa- 
tive in congress which many of them 
seemed seriously to doubt in the last 
election.” 


Replies tu statement. 


Replying to a challenge, by the con- 
gressman that he tell the source of 
money loaned the Virginia anti-Smith 
democrats, Bishop Cannon said his 
previous statement on the subject “is 
clean and explicit.” 

“It declares,” the bishop said, “that 
all loans were made by James Cunno:, 
Jr., personally.” Mr. Tinkham wants

“The automobile owners, through | 
the license tax and the gasoline tax, | 
are paying a greater portion of the} 
state's income and there does not seem | 
to be any limit to the amount of this | 
tax.” he said.

Paris, August 8.—(/)—Francesco 
Nitti, nephew of the former Italian 
premier, and two other prominent 
members of Italy's suppressed political 
opposition, have escaped the  facist 
prison Isle of Lepari and made their 
way to Paris. 

Anti-facist circles here today ac- 
claimed the escape as the greatest 
inspiration given their movement in 
months. Accounts of their imprison- 
ment were welcomed as revealing tac- 
ties employed by the fascist regime in 
checking growth of opposition ele- 
ments, 

Escaping with Nitti were Carlo Ro- 
selli, former professor of political eco- 
nomy at the Genoa institute, and Emi- 
lio Lussu, war hero, four times dec- 
orated by the Italian government. 

Roselli's account of the escape, 
made to Paris newspapers, said they 
cluded 400 guards which the Italian 
government placed on the small Isle, 
off Sicily, to watch 500 political pris- 
oners, and swam along the shore to a 
secluded spot where friends awaited 
them with a sail boat-

And we are now in the third quar- 


ter of the year with the pensions for 
that term coming due. All of them 
should be paid, as the law intends, by 
October 1. 

The state appropriation from the 
general fund is $1,300,000 annually, 
to which is added the.special tax on 
cigars and cigarettes.

If those Daniel Websters and Hin- 


ford and Williams was lost when it 
failed to secure the necessary two- 
thirds majority. It would have pro-

Senator 
Lankford opposed the bill because .ev- 
eral counties of the state already 
have raised funds through bond is- 
sues to aid the state in paving roads 
in the state-aid system. 

Following lengthy discussion of the 
measure a motion to table the bill 
was made just before announcement 
of the vote on the bill’s passage. By 
insisting that senate rules giving pre- 
cedence to a tabling motion be en- 
forced, Senator Lankford was success- 
ful in having the bill indefinitely re- 
moved from the calendar. 


Motion Léses. 


A later ‘motion by prevonents of 
the bill to have it withdrawn from 
the table was defeated 19-16.

eral, September 17, 1929. 

The senate adjourned after several 
motions for afternoon sessions on 
Thursday, Friday and all during next 
week had been voted on. Only the 
session for this afternoon was ap- 
proved. This morning’s session will 
convene at 9 o'clock when it is likely 
that the senators will face a long cal- 
endar of major measures. 

Unpaid Appropriations. 

The house of representatives worked 
for two hours Thursday afternoon on 
a bill covering unpaid appropriations 
made by the legislature in 1927. As 
amended to fix the priority of pay- 
ments it was passed by a vote of 
157 to one. Under the priority plan 
the Confederate veterans’ pensions und 
the appropriations for the state sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville come first for 
payment. Next was placed the com- 
mon schools while other appropria- 
tions will follow in a third group. 

Passage of this bill. passage of a 
measure reorganizing the state game 
and fish department, postponements 
of action on the Culpepper classifica- 
tion tax bill until next Tuesday and 
the passage of a resolution eondemn- 
ing lobbying were outstanding de- 
velopments of the day in the house. 

This resolution, introduced by a num- 
ber of representatives, mentioned in 
particular Kyle ‘I’. Alfriend, secretary 
Oo: the Georgia Education Association. 
who was alleged to have been working 
in both house and senate against the 
Beaton textbook bill, without having 
registered or paid the prescribed lob- 
bying fee of $250. It was further 
stipulated that Alfriend should be de- 
nied the privileges of the house cham- 
ber, and that he would be prosecuted 
if he made any attempt to continue 
his activities. The resolution was 
pessed by 119 to 35 after a previous 
motion to table it had been defeated.

Bills To Prohibit County 


Loans to State Presented 


Companion bills, prohibiting coun- 

ties of the state from lending any 
additional money to the state for road 
construction are now before both 
houses of the legislature. The house 
bill, introduced by Representative 
Howard, of Chattahoochee county, has 
been reported favorably by the com: 
mittee and efforts now will be cen- 
tered to win it a place on the calen- 
dar during the remainder of the ses- 
sion, 
_ The companion bill in the senate, 
introduced by Senator Seaborn 
Wright, was discussed Thursday and 
finally tabled without definite action. 
Whether an effort would be made to 
take this bill from the table and pass 
it or whether the proponents of the 
plan would await the action of the 
house on the Howard bill was unde- 
cided Thursday night. 

The bill prohibits the creation of a 
state debt on account of county loans 
to the state highway department for 
road construction. It makes it un- 
lawful for the state highvay depart- 
ment to make any assessment against 
any county of the state for the pur- 


pose of constructing or maintaining 
any state-aid road or highway. 

It is further provided that it is 
unlawful for any county road authori- 
ties of any county in Georgia to make 
loans or donations of county funds 
to the state highway board fer the 
construction or maintenance of any 
part of the state-aid system unless 
such roads are under the entire su- 
pervision and control of the county 
authorities. 


All county road funds, including 
revenue derived from gasoline ax, 
must be used for the construction of 
county or lateral roads wholly with- 
in the supervision and control of the 
county authorities. It is provided, 
however, that these funds may ’ be 
used to replace funds already used 
for road construction or to retire 
county road bonds. The act does not 
interfere with providing rights of way 
for state-aid roads and it does not pro- 
hibit reimbursement of funds made 
in loans or donations prior to the 
passage of the act. 

At present the state owes counties 
$26,000,000 and this measure will 
stop any increase of this amount. ac- 
cording to Representative Howard.

The measure proposes a constitutional 
amendment to exempt from all taxa- 
tion the power plant and property of 
any corporation which may erect in 
the Chattahoochee river in Troup or 
I-_ard county a dam with additional 
flood control features. The exemp- 
tion would continue until the amount 
of taxes so exempted equals the cost 
of the flood control feature as de 
termined by the federal power com- 
mission. 

Shortly before adjournment of the 
morning session the house resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole 
to consider a resolution defining the 
legal status of unpaid appropriatious 
for 1928 and 1929, and providing for 
their payment. Discussion was sus- 
pended until. the af*:rnoon meeting. 

Alfriend’s Answer.

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VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS 
START ON CAMPAIGN 


Richmond, Va., August 8.—(>)— 
With the interest of the nation cen- 
tered on the general election fight in 
Virginia, the democratic party was 
organizing for its campaign today un- 
der the leadership of John Garland 
Pollard, nominee for governor. The 
anti-Smith democrats and republicans, 
who held their conventions in June, 
have already begun the campaign with 

r. William Moseley Brown, their 
nominee for governor, now on a cam- 
paign speaking tour. 

As preparations went forward for 
the establishment of Cemocratic head- 
quarters in Richmond under the di- 
rection of J. Murray Hooker, state 
democratic chairman, scattering re- 
turns from isolated rural precincts 
continued to swell the huge majority 
given John Garland Pollard over two 
opponents in ‘Tuesday's primary. 

_ With 1,607 of the state's 1,681 pre- 
cinets reported today Mr. Pollard had 
received 103.816 yotes to 29,293 for 
G. Walter Mapp and 4,635 for Rose- 
well Page. This gave Mr. Pollard a 
lead of 74,523 votes over his nearest 
opponent. 

The total democratic vote of 137.- 
744 reported today was expected to 
reach approximately 140,000 when the 
state was tabulated complete.

what she borrowed from America. 

“We ask you to contrast that debt 
with the settlements made between 
Great Britain and her allies.

“The French debt to Great Britain 
was 600,000,000 pounds sterling and a 
settlement was made by which France 
pays on present value basis 227,000.- 
000 pounds sterling: Great Britain's 
settlement with Italy was a much 
more generous character than that 
with France, Britain settled with 
Italy a debt of 560,000.000 pounds 
sterling for a present value estimate 
of 78,000,000 pounds sterling. 

“If the Young plan proposals go 
into effect Great Britain will have 
to sacrifice another 30,000,000 pounds 
sterling of that 78,000,000 pounds 
sterling.” 

Alberto Pirelli, Italian under-sec- 

retary for foreign affairs, replying to 
Chancellor Snowden’'s declaration that 
Italy had been favored over and above 
her just rights, said: .

Yet the 
commission has lagged and assumed 
a negative rather than a positive at- 
titude in virtually every movement 
submitted to it looking to consolida- 
tion, except the Chesapeake & Ohio- 
Vere Marquette case. 

Vhile the commission seems to 
have required a long time before an- 
nouncing a plan on consolidations, it 
probably has had ample justification. 
Determining into which groups the 
163 railroads, comprising 240,000 
miles of track should go, is a task 
requiring study, reasoning and facts. 

Fortunately for the commission, 
Professor Ripley, of Harvard, at the 
instigation of the commission in 1921, 
grouped the railroads into 19 systems. 
Thus the commission has had some 
basis on which to prepare a_ plan. 
ven so, it has probably -wanted to 
weigh carefully all factors and sub- 
mit a’ plan fair and equitable to the 
people and railroads alike. 

Then the commission has been forced 
to spend much time in considering 
unification plans as submitted by the 
railroads. To mention a_ few, the 
Nickel Plate merger avas disapproved, 
the Chesapeake & Ohio-Pere Mar- 
quette approved, and the Great North- 
ern-Northern Pacific is still under 
consideration.

* Washington, August 8.—(4)—The 
federal reserve board announced today 
that the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York has established a’ rediscount 
rate of 6 per cént on all classes of 
paper of all maturities, effective Au- 
gust 9. 

The. rediscount rate of the Federal 
Reserve’ Bank of New York was 5 
per cent. 

This announcement of the increase 
was made’ at the conclusion of a two- 
day meeting of the governors of the 


regional federal reserve banks with the 


board. 

In an accompanying statement Gov- 
ernor Young, of the board, said the 
federal reserve officials had been cun- 
siteting how the resources of the 
federal reserve system “might be con- 
served and made available to meet 
autumn requirements.” 

“The problem has presented diffi- 
culties because of certain peculiar con- 
ditions,” he said. “A mutually sat- 
isfactory plan has been developed.” 

Governor Young explained that the 
plan was the change in the rediscount 
rate of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York but would not make any 
further comment on the board's ac- 
tion. 

The 5 per cent rate had been in 
effect since July 13, 1928.. This ac- 
tion took Wall Street by complete 
suprise, particularly as no change was 
made today in the 5 1-2 per cent dis- 
count rate of the Bank of England, 
which has experienced 4 heavy drain 
on its gold supply. 

Coincident wit the announcement 
of the higher rate, it was announced 
that Federal Reserve -brokers’ : loans 
had increased $60,000,000 in the week 
ended August 7 to a new high record 
at $6,020,000.000 which compares with 
$4,274,000,000 a year ago.

New York, August 8.—Further im- 
provement in the call money market, 
and retention by the Bank of Eng- 
land of its 51-2s per cent discount 
rate, prompted hasty short covering en 
the stock market today, and prices de- 
veloped considerable bouyancy in a 
rather dull market, total sales falling 
below 3,000,000 shares. 

Many traders withheld operations, 
pending publication of the federal re- 
serve brokerage loan compilation 
and condition statements after the 
close, and those planning to go 
lony of the market were thank- 
ing their lucky stars this. eve- 
ning that they waited, as the New 
York Federal Reserve bank, after last 
May's qualms over the rediscount rate 
had been forgotten, put up its rate to 
6 per cent from the 5 per cent, which 
had endured since July, 1928. 

Although Wall Street some weeks 
ago was hoping that the rediscount 
rate would be advanced so as to have 
the uncertainty out of the way, the 
action coming at this time takes spec- 
ulative circles completely by surprise, 
and is expected to prove a severe 
shock to speculative sentiment. Last 
spring, when Wall Street was recon- 
ciled to the prospect of a higher rate, 
such action was regarded as less 
threatening to the stock market, It 
is recalled, however, that one close 
to the reserve bank said “sometimes 
it is more effective to do the unex- 
pected.” 

The action is regarded as an ef- 
fort to check the rising brokerage loan 
total, which, in the week ended last 
night, mounted $60,000,000 to another 
new peak at $6,020,000,000—to make 
funds available for the autumn agri- 
cultural and commercial requirements. 
A brief statement issued by the board 
in Waslnngton inditated that this was 
the motive, but did not explain how 
the action will have this result. 

Wall street has felt secure against 
a higher rate at this season, on the 


ever, that the 5 per cent rediscount 
rate was merely nominal, with com- 
mercial paper at 6 to 61-4 per cent. 


The action was particularly surpris- 
ing in view of the fact that the Bank 
of England did not increase its rate 
this week. The British Central bank 
has been losing gold heavily in the 
past few weeks, reducing its reserves 
below the accepted minimum, and 
Wall street has held to the theory that 
a higher rate at New York would 
tend to draw gold this way and fur- 
ther embarrass London. ~ The reserve 
bank action, however, caused specula- 
tion as to whether some means of co- 
operation may not have been evolved 
during the recent visit of Governor 
Norman, of the London bank. 


The federal reserve condition state- 
ments showed that the ratio of total 
reserves to deposit and reserve note 
1: hilities increased slightly during the 
week to 74.6 per cent, as compared 
to 69.5 per cent a year ago. Accept- 
ances bought in the open market and 
government securities increased about 
$5,000,000 and $10,000,000. 

Outside the developments in the 
credit situation, there was little in the 
day’s news to influence the stock mar- 
ket. General Motors directors an- 
nounced after the close the declara- 
tion of only the regular quarterly 
dividend, although an extra 30 cents 
was paid in the previous quarter. Ex- 
cellent sales and earnings statements 
continued to appear. Call money re- 
newed at 8 per cent, but sagged to 7. 
Time money, however, held firm, with 
little moving under 9 per cent. 

U. S. Steel was brought forward 
once more as a leader, and was bid up 
nearly 6 points to a record price above 
221. Unfilled orders of July 31 will 
be announced in a few days, and are 
expected to show a decline from the 
end of June, but to hold far above the 
like date of last year. Some of the 
rails were also bid up rapidly, Atchi- 
son rising about 12 points to a record 
at 277. Utilities rallied substantially. 
Such shares as Air Reduction, Amer- 
ican Telephone, American ‘Tobacco, 
Consolidated Gas, Gillette, National 
Biscuit, Packard Motor and Union 
Pacific made wide gains. 

Among the few soft spots, Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube and Chesapeake 
& Ohio lost 3 and 2 points, and Jersey 
Central, which is closely-held, dropped 
24 points in a small turnover. Collins 
& Aikman reached a new 1929 low.

GEORGIAS CROP 


1,182,000 BALES 


Indicated production of the 1929 
cotton crop in Georgia is placed at 
1,182,000 bales (500 pounds § gross 
weight) in the first condition report 


of the season, as released by the Unit-~ 
ed States department of agriculture. 
Reported prospects are as of August 
1 and are based on crop information 
secured from about 1, crop cor- 
respondents well distributed over the 
state. The condition of 69 per cent 
of’ normal indicates a probable yield 
per acre of about 150 pounds. as com- 
pared with 62 per cent condition re- 
ported August 1, 1928, and a final 
yield of 132 pounds per acre for the 
1928 crop. Average condition on Au- 
gust 1 the 10-year period, 1918- 
1927, is G2.per cent, with an average 
yield of 140 pounds per acre, 


The boll weevil menace offsets to a 
considerable extent the favorable as- 
pects of the crop. Weevils are pres- 
ent in unusually large numbers over a 
greater part of the state and the ex- 
tent of damage from this source is 
largely dependent upon weather con- 
ditions during the remainder of the 
fruiting season. Over much of the 
coastal plain section blooming has been 
checked and in many counties the wee- 
vil is getting all young bolls and is 
causing considerable injury to larger 
bolls since the rains of late July. 
While a fair bottom crop seems as- 
sured in the southern half of the state, 
damage to large bolls may seriously 
reduce the final outturn in this ter- 
ritory. 


15,543,000-BALE 
CROP FOR NATION, 

Washington, August 8.—(#)—A cot- 
ton crop of 15,543,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight is indicated for 
this year on the condition of the crop 
on August 1, which was 69.6 per cent 
of a normal, the department of agri- 
culture today announced. 

The crop reporting board in com- 
menting on the report said: 


“The indicated yield per acre on 
harvested acreage, allowing for aver- 
age abandonment, is given as 159.3 
pounds. The condition of 69.6 report- 
ed is 2:2 points above the average con- 
dition on August 1. 

“While the crop is earlier than in 
1928 it is about three days later than 
the average of the past five years for 
the belt as a whole. The advancement ° 
of the crop in Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi is about average, but Oklahoma 
and Arkansas are about seven days 
late and the other states two to four 
days late.”
